CHRISTMAS -1964 

The Wonder of the Nativity. 
“There was no place for them 
in the inn”.—(Luke 2:7). 

As each Christmas season comes 
around, Christian people linger 
with wistful regret upon the pa¬ 
thos of the words, “And Mary 
gave birth to her first-born Son, 
and laid Him in a manger, be¬ 
cause there was no place for them 
in the inn.” 

Ah, we say, if only the mer¬ 
chantmen and the women at the 
Inn had known, surely they would 
have made room for the Mother 
and her Child; but they did not 
know. How could tliey know? 

“God sounds no bell when He 
draws near.” 

As silently as one snowflake 
among many from a leaden sky, 
did the new Life that was to 
transfigure all things in heaven 
and earth, come among men; and 
behold, there was neither pity nor 
welcome. The world, not knowing, 
was simply its busy, heedless, 
hard-hearted self, and God’s test 
of judgment came in an hour un¬ 
locked for.

Then we offer Him stately ma¬ 
terial temples in which art joins 
hands with architecture until the 
structures become poems of beau¬ 
ty. We build Him an elaborate 
ritual and a massive and vener¬ 
able creed.

But such hospitality can be mean¬ 
ingless, if there is ttathiaa maro 
to offer. 

The Son of man Who “had no 
where to lay His head” solicits a 
room in our inmost hearts, a per¬ 
sonal faith above all credal state¬ 
ments, a passionate love for all 
that belongs to Him and His way 
of Life; this is the core of the 
whole matter of His reception. 

The crowded Inn a tBethlehem 
is symbolic. He came unto His 
own, but His own received Him 
not. The proud world yet takes lit¬ 
tle account of the coming of the 
Holy Child. 

How We Can Make Room 

The Child Jesus is coming to 
the world of today in a different 
way from that in which He came 
before. God reveals Himself in 
many ways. Still it is in the im¬ 
age of a little Child, feeble and 
helpless, and without any outward 
marks of divinity—a Child Who 
represente the great world of hu¬ 
man need. Our social horizon has 
greatly widened. We are alive to 
the rights of others, to the Christ¬ 
ian spirit being put into services 
of compassion and helpfulness to 
the hungry and afflicted, the poor 
and the friendless. We make room 
for Him by sharing of our bounty, 
the unselfish giving of ourselves, 
in love. It may well be that some 
of these who need help and cheer 
are in our own neighborhood, and 
will welcome our visit. Or per¬ 
chance at this Christmas season 
we can make room for a new un¬ 
derstanding of those from whom 
we have been separated by bitter 
feelings and grudges. 

If we can take the first step to¬ 
wards reconciliation and renewal 
of the old friendship, the happy 
days will take on greater meaning. 

It may well be that now when 
hearts are open upon the path by 
which God’s angels come, there 
will come an uneasy sense that 
we have slipped from our alleg¬ 
iance to the Christ appeal, and 
are allowing the material things 
of life to overshadow our interest 
in the causes of God. Should this 
anniversary of His coming recall 
for any this sense of failure, and a 
questing for new loyalty to Him, 
tell Him so, humbly and penitent¬ 
ly, for “He stands at the door 
and knocks.”
